ROME (Reuter). — Defendants

Syrian arms build-up 
against ‘capitulation’ 


In Amman, the English-language 
daily “Jordan Times" yesterday 
said that there was need for an Arab 
consensus to bolster Sadat's position 
in his Middle East peace moves. 

‘The paper said in an editorial that 
the fate of the Middle East now 
hangs in the balance as negotiations 
between Egypt and Israel stand at 
an undeniable impasse. 

"Δ softer line and a more serious 
a@pproach to peace on the part of 
Israe] are mandatory,”’ the paper 
said. “To achieve this President 
Sadat's position has to be substan- 
tially bolstered, and the only way 
that can be done is for Mr. Sadat to 
demonstrate convincingly to Israel 
that he speaks in the name of all the 
Arabs and not Egypt alone," the 
newspaper added. 

It said the Israelis would be more 
likely to realize that it (5 fruitless to 
defléct the Egyptian president from 
the aims he is with “such 
-single-minded determination,"’ if 
and when they were faced with a 
significant Arab consensus behind 
the demands for which President 
Sadat is acting as a spokesman. 


““As it stands the Israelis are try- 


ing to sell President Sadat what is in 
essence a separate Egyptian-Israeli 
peace agreement with token con- 
cessions to the other Arabs — 
notably the Palestinians — thrown in 
as a stop to the leader's in- 
sistence on a comprehensive 
settlement,” the newspaper said. - 
Another -Jordanian: newspaper, 


““Al-Akhbar," gaid that the U.S, Is 


now squarely responsible for achiev- 
{ng peace in the Middle Hast, es- 

pecially as it shoulders special 
responsibility towards world peace. 

The newspaper was commenting 
on the visit by Israel defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman to the U.S. 
on what it called an arms-buying 
mission. (Weizman postponed his 
trip on Monday.) 

“‘Al-Akhbar" said the Arabs have 
extended every assistance to the 
U.S. in its peace mediation efforts, 
while Israel has spread obstacles in 
the way of peace. 

“tsrael now wants the new arms 
deal for a new round of aggression, 
the results of which would not be con- 
fined to the area," the newspaper 
concluded.

White House 
asks restraint 


By WOLF BLITZER 
derusaiem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — The White House 
on Monday night issued a call to both 
Israel and Egypt tq restrain their 
public comments in order to improve 
the atmosphere surrounding the 
negotiations.

Israeli Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman's decision to postpone his 
trip to Washington to later next week 
was seen yesterday by surprised 
American officials as a signal by 
Israel that it wants to resume the 
Israeli-Egyptian military talks in 
Cairo within the next few days. 

Weisman, who had been scheduled 
to leave Iaraei on Thursday, ts now 
expected to hold another round of 
talks with War Minister 
Mohammed Abdul-Ghani Gamasy 
before rescheduling his visit to the 
U.S. for early February. 

Reliable sources here said that 
Weizman's decision to delay his 
journey was not the result of any 
negative U.S. response to pending 
Israeli arms requests. Last 
November, on the other hand, Weiz- 
man did postpone a scheduled visit 
to Washington in order to give the 
U.S. more time to study Israel's 
““Matmon C" 10-year arms request, 
submitted to the Pentagon in Oc- 
tober. 

American officials believe that the 
military talks will resume within the 
next few days. 

In ἃ lead editorial yesterday ‘'The 
New York Times" commented that 
Americans are showing quite a bit of 
“chutzpah”’ in this impatience in the 
talks. “Americans, who needed only 
13 years to face up to a shift of 
sovcreignty over the Panama Canal, 
are shocked, annoyed and frustrated 
to find Egypt and Israel unable to 
draw a sovereign border for 
themselves in the interminable time 
of eight weeks," it said.

Bid seen

4n impertant consequence of 
the current American salvaging 
diplomacy in the Middle East 
could be to draw Jordan into the 
Israe!l-Egypt peace-making 
process, if and when it resumes. 
᾿ ‘This is the view of well-placed 
Israeli sources who believe that 
Assistant U.S. Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton, now in 
Jerusalem working on an Israel- 
Egypt ‘declaration of prin- 
ciples," has one eye on Jordan 
and is probably in contact with 
Amman as well as with Cairo, 

The accession of Jordan could 
serve as the kind of dramatic new 
twist that would enable Egypt and 
Israel to resume their political talks 
without loss of face to either side. 

The Israeli sources feel that draw- 
ing Jordan into the process has now 
become President Sadat's urgent 
desire. First, it would ease his posi- 
tion in the Arab world. Moreover, in 


᾿ negotiations involving Jordan, Sadat 


could expect the U.S. to line up firm- 
ly behind the Arab demand for near- 
total Israeli evacuation of the West 
Bank. 

Sadat, these Israeli sources 
believe, recalled his delegation from 
the political talks last week becayse 
he had concluded that there was no 
real progress on his two basic and 
oft-repeated demands: total 
withdrawal and Palestinian self- 
determination. . 

In the reappraisal which followed 
-in Cairo over the weekend, Sadat 
must have understood at last, these 
sources reason, that neither of these 
demands is obtainable from Israel in 
the present circumatances. 

What is obtainable, however, — 
and this was reportedly brought 
home to Sadat only belatedly, when 
he was informed of the proceedings 
at the Jerusalem talks — is an 
agreed declaration of principles. 

Such a document was all but con- 
cluded at the Jerusalem talks, ag 
Premier Begin has publicly reveal- 
ed, And there is good reason to hope 
that Atherton will be able to put the 
finishing touches fo it in a weekend 
trip to Cairo, following a week of 
detailed textual negotiations with 
Israeli officials. 

The declaration will be deliberate- 
ly ambivalent on the key disputed 
issues, relying in the main on Presi- 
dent Carter's carefully worded com- 
promise formula (“withdrawal from 
territories" and the Palestinians’ 
right “to participate in the deter- 
mination of their own future"). 

But it will be sufficiently forthright 
and promising —- so Sadat (and 
Atherton) hope — to entice Jordan 
into the resumed negotiations. Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Kame] and his 
aides assured Foreign Minister 
Dayan last Wesdnesday night that 
had the declaration been made final 
in Jerusalem, Jordan and the 
Palestinians would quickly have 
joined the talks. When Dayan in- 
dicated his scepticism, they 
retorted: ‘You just don’t understand 
the Arab world." 

Before and during the Jerusalem 
talks American diplomats, too, were 
saying that an agreed declaration of 
principles could pave the way to Jor- 
dan's entry and thereby relieve 
Sadat's isolation. 

This week, however, King Hussein 
professed himself particularly glum 
(on a British TV interview), and the 
view is that now he may need more - 
than fust.the words of a declaration 
to bring him off the fence. 

But if he were convinced, said one 
source, that the Israel-Egypt 
dialogue was indeed restarting at a 
high level on the basis of an agreed 
set of principles, he might well 
decide to throw in his lot with the 
peace-makers.

TEL AVIV. — A shortage of 


denomination U.S. dollar banknotes 
‘has been felt recently at many.

Earlier this week a client was told at 
one bank branch that his request to 


buy $100 in cash could only be filled 
by 100 one-dollar notes, 


At least two of Israel's major 
institutions are currently 
importing dollar banknotes from 
overseas, a costly procedure. A 
banking’ source indicated that the 
cost runs as high as IL40,000 for a 


million dollars. 


A number of reasons for the shor- 
tage of the currency are suggested 
by Amnon Krotman, manager of 
foreign exchange at the Union Bank. 

First and foremost, he says, the 
eurrent seasonal slowdown in 
tourism has curtailed the supply of 
banknotes which the banks usually 


receive daily.

Parents group says gov't 
must help pay school tuition

TEL AVIV. — The National Parents 


Association yesterday called for’ 


Reacting to reports that the 
Finance is proposing 8. 
maximum tuition fee of IL12,000 next 
year, a spokesman for the parents 
organization said National In- 
surance should cover the costs. 


The parents believe that the IL.12,- 
000 was mentioned as a bargaining 
tactic, so that a compromise of IL10,- 
000 (which they believe is closer to 
the real cost) can later be proposed. 

“We have always believed that tui- 
tion should represent the full cost of 
high schoo] education, but it should 
be graded according to the parents’ 
ability to pay.’’ Rahel Gavish, 
secretary of the Parents Associa- 
tion, said. 


“But there are two problems. One 
is that the gradations don't reflect 
‘the real value of salaries in the 
“economy, so that the middle-class 
family pays the maximum. The se- 
cond problem is that when the real 
cost of education becomes too high 
for the citizen to pay, the govern- 
ment has to subsidize — excuse that 
‘dirty word’ — because education is,

ANKARA (Reuter). — Turkey 
yesterday announced that 500 more 
troops would be withdrawn from 
Cyprus in what was seen here as 8. 
gesture to improve the atmosphere 
for inter-communal talks on the 
island's future. 

The new pullout follows the 
withdrawal of 700 troops last month. 
It brings the total number 
withdrawn to 14.200 since the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 1974,

Bulent Ecevit, who took over as 
Turkish prime minister this month, 
sent the troops in while he was 
premier in 1974, following a short- 
lived coup against the late President 
Archbishop Makarios for union with 
Greece. 

Ecevit has promised concrete 
proposals aimed at salving the 
Geadlock between the Turkish 


Cypriot and Greck Cypriet com- 
munities on the island to enable UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
to resume inter-communal talks, 
stalled since last April. UN 
resolutions have called for the 
removal of 81} foreign troops from 
Cyprus. 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
h, whe has been meeting 
government leaders in Ankara, said 
on his return to Cyprus that settle- 
ment proposals would be ready in 
three to four weeks. They will be 
presented to the Turkish Cypriot 
legislature, then handed to 
Waldheim, he said. 


U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance aiso visited Turkey and 
Greece last week. After talks in 
Athens, Premier Constantine 
Keramaniis said Greece would con- 
sider returning to the military wing 
of the North Atlautic Treaty 
Organization if the alliance con- 
tributed to a Cyprus settlement. 


UK, China, Hongkong in trade deal 


LONDON (AP). — British and 
Chinese informants yesterday dis- 
closed an agreement in principle on 
8 multi-million dollar trade deal in- 
volving Britain, China and 
Hongkong. 

The accord, arranged secretly last 
month in London between British 
Trade Minister Edmund Dell and his 
Chinese counterpart, Li Chiang, will 
be worth about $500m. to Britain in 
orders for machinery, according to 
the sources. 

One British government official 
observed: “The significance of this 
three-way arrangement, promoted 
by government ministers, civil ser- 
vants and industrialists working 
together, lies in the fact that it 
presupposes close cooperation 
between this country, the Chinese 


and the colony of Hongkong over 
some years to come." 

The sources, who declined to be 
named, provided these detaila: 
« China has undertaken to buy 
about $300m. worth of mining equip- 
ment to develop its considerable coal 
deposits and other mineral 
resources. 
e Hongkong is to build a dual-fired 
coal and oil-burning power station. 
and construction contracts worth up 
to $200m. have been won by ἃ group 
of British firms led by the General 
Electric Co. 
* China is to supply Hongkong over 
an undisclosed period of years with 
some 3.5 million tons of coal for the 
planned power station and other pur- 
poses. 


London minors guilty of thrill killing 


LONDON (AP), — A 12-year-old boy 
and three other youths were con- 
victed on Monday of beating up an 
aleoholic tramp for fun and then kill- 
ing him when he said he could iden- 
tify them. 

William Rory Cahoon, the 12-year- 
old whose tousied blond hair made 
him look almost angelic, cried as 
Judge Sir Gerald Thesiger sentenced 
him to indefinite detention. --. 

During the trial at the Old Bailey, 
Lendon's Central Crimine]l Court, 
the youngster admitted kicking the 
derelict, Stephen Anderson, 52,. and 
then hitting him with a bottle in an 
abandoned house in a seedy section 
of South London last July. 

The prosecutor, David Tudor- 
Price, told the court that Anderson 
had been ‘finished off” because he 
told the group after they attacked 
a that he would recognize them 
again. 


Tudor-Price said Cahoon's half- 
brother, Paul Cahoon, 20, delivered 
the death blow by dropping a piece of 
brick wall weighing more than 45 
kilos on Anderson's head, turning it 
into “‘a mass of blood." 


Both Cahoons were convicted of 
murder. Paul, an adult under British 
law, was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, which in British court 
procedure means at least 10 years. 
William Cahoon was ordered detain- 
ed indefinitely ‘during Her Ma- 
jesty's pleasure," a standard 
sentence for minors involved in 
serious crimes. 


A 18-year-old girl, Wendy Ann 
Stone, was also convicted of murder 
for her part in the beating and was 
ordered detained indefinitely. Her 
boyfriend, Henry George Russel, 17, 
was found guilty of manslaughter 
and is to be sentenced later.

New German 
gun will be 
built in U.S.

BONN. — The West Germans have 
tentatively agreed to allow produc- 
tion of a highly advanced new gun 
for the next generation of U.S. battle 
tanks to be built in the U.S. under 
licence, it has been learned from 
high-level German officials.

Smid discloses another misconcep- 
tion common to Western journalists: 


In a country auch as Czechoslovakia 
lots of people may disagree with thia 
or that government policy, but no 
harm comes to them if they follow 
government policy in their activities 
— in the objective world. 


He cannot ignore the consensus 
that the chances are slim for the 
Belgrade conference adopting his 
government’s proposal.

Mostly this type of unrealistic 
behaviour is in the realm of make- 
believe, such as an im 
friend, or represents the. time- 


Knowing how to act — more im- 
portantly knowing how to help the 
child use this behaviour to his advan- 
tage, is contingent on understanding 
this phase in the total framework of 
early development. 


AS AN infant, the child gets his first 
serious “ΝΟ, ΝΟ" as soon as he is 
allowed the freedom to crawl about 
on the floor. Since this first restric- 
tion is associated with a hot stove or 
ah electric current, the verbal 


action. In a very short time, the in- 
fant will be “no” to himself 
by himself: he may even slap 
himself on the hand as he ap- 
Proaches the forbidden stove or out- 
jet. 

‘The child’s "πο" is a primitive 
association — it is not yet an effec- 
tive control for him. Although no 
parent, would rely on this self- 
administered to keep 
the infant out of danger.

By the age of three, the child has 
come along way intellectually.

To understand, let's go back to the 
first proscriptions every child must 
learn: he cannot under any cir- 
cumstances touch certain objects, 
and he cannot, beyond a certain age, 
continue bladder and bowel 
eliminations to please himself. As 
far as learning not to touch 
dangerous objects, the child's ‘‘no, 
no,” ineffective as it is, we accept 
with great pleasure as the first sign 
of learning. 

The toilet request, even coming 
after the fact, we accept with equal 
pleasure as a sign of development in 
the right direction. We wouldn't 
think of scolding a child who has not 
yet achieved night-time bladder con- 
trol if he wakes up announcing 
“peepee” after the bed is soaked. 
But we might have a lot of trouble 
coming to terms with a bare-faced, 
“My dolly did it!" 

Accepting the ‘lie’ is difficult 
from two standpoints. In the first 
place, we may think that if the child 
is old enough to verbalize this so 
well, he ought to know better than to 
say it. In the second place, with a lit- 
tle bit more understanding, we inter- 
pret this to mean that the child wants 
to conform to our expectations and is 
distressed or anxious at his inability 
to do so. The interpretation is cor- 
rect, but we are troubled by the 
manifestation of anxiety. We needn't 
be, because the child is telling us 
that he has accepted our standard of 
behaviour (in this case that it is 
desirable NOT to urinate in bed), 
and he would prefer that it is 
someone else (the doll) who fails to 
live up to this standard. 
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But children have to learn more 
than just toilet habits before schoo! 
age — not only in quantity, but in 
degree of complexity. They have to 
learn to contro] aggressive impulses, 
to reapect property, to control their 
arbdety about separation from home 
and parent, to control fears of 
strange situations, storms, 
Garkness, etc. 

In short, he has to achieve a level 
of social bebaviour that will be 
acceptable to his enlarging world. 
LEARNING new ways of behaving 
— or learning to contro! and modify 
old ways of behaviour — is difficult. 
Making believe is, among other 
things, a method of learning. Fan- 
tasy is a means of experiencing 
vicaridusly what could otherwise be 
dangerous. Children make believe in 
accordance with their age and ver- 
bal facility in the same way. 

Example: A three-year-old will in- 
vent a “friend” wht behaves very 
badly. The friend will do ali the 
naughty things for which the child 
gets scolded. The three-year-old is 
old enough to want approval but too 
young to control his impulsive 
behaviour, so he gets a ‘‘friend’’ to 
be the guilty one. Sometimes the 
child can be heard giving his 
“"friend’’ lectures in proper 
behaviour: “You shouldn't touch 
records. Only babies drink from 
bottles with nipples. Big children go 
to nursery school." The most in- 
teresting thing about the ‘‘friend”’ is 
that he usually disappears as soon as 
he has learned all the lessons. 

Example: A large turkey gobbler 
lived in a bath-tub, and even though 
he succeeded in preventing baths for 
awhile, he was otherwise well- 
behaved and did whatever Johnnie 
told him to do. One day when John- 
nie’s mother heard the water run-

Real jazz 


DANCE 
Dora Sowden 


IN JERUSALEM you can get lessons 
in jazz dance — not the hip-jerking 
kind but the real thing, following the 
famous Luigi way — and you can get 
them free. 

You must, of course, pass the audi- 

. tion, and you must be serious about it 
and the four classes 8. week at the 
Rina Nikova House. If you aren't the 
Yight material and don't attend 
regularly, you’re out. 

Joan Klein, who started the 
Classes two years ago. began with 60 
— chosen out of hundreds who came 
to the auditions. Now there are only 
ten. But that is aa it should be, she 
says. She will not keep those who 
cannot understand their respon- 
sibilities. 

Pretty. petite Joan Klein is an 
American dancer who settled here 
some years ago with her husband 
Dr, Ze‘ev Klein, now head of the psy- 
chology department at the Hebrew 
University. She started her career as 
a classical dancer and appeared in 
many companies. While taking part 
in “The King and 1° in New York, 
she sustained a disabling knee injury 
from a kick. This together with a 
slipped disc kept her in a wheelchair 
for two years. 

“She thought she would not dance 
again. Then in 1973. she went to the 
Luigi studio In New York. Luigi 
himself had overccme paralysis 
with his own techniques and created 
a jazz method that is the essence of 
grace and rhythm. ‘'Fle is fascinated 
by people's injuries,"" said Joan 
Klein, ‘and he worked with me." 

Today you would never guess she 
ever had a handicap at any time. 
You cannot detect the slightest hitch 
in the dance exercises and 
choreographic pieces she teaches

and illustrates for her students. She 
teaches at the Rubin Academy 
Dance Department in Jerusalem 
and works at the Bat-Dor studios and 
also with “Batsheva It” in Tel Aviv. 

Two years ago, the Jerusalem 
Municipality asked her to direct the 
jac classes. For classical tr τ 
which she considers essential for all 
dancers, she has Anna Folberg, who 
danced with the Royal Winnipeg and 
the Pacific Ballets and now also 
teaches at the Rubin Academy 
Dance Department. 

"I am not interested in making a 
professional group but to train peo- 
ple to enjoy dancing. The amateur 
level here is very poor," said Joan 
Klein. “I want to change the image 
of jazz from disco and pop. 

As it is difficult to run Poasses with 
dancers at various levels, she wants 
to hold more auditions (after 
Pegsah) and divide up the classes 
between beginners and advanced, 
The auditions will be advertised.

ΙΝ a seemingly desperate search for 
additional repertoire, the Israel 
Woodwind Quintet came up with un- 
known pleces (apart from the 
Rossini Quartet), but the question. 
arises if the trouble was worth it. 
Moreover, the absence of Mordehai 
Rechtman (on Sabbatical) has been 
felt. Clean intonation and precision, 
formerly the ensembie’s basic vir- 
tues, are wanting; Rechtman’s 
spiritual guidance is replaced by the 
foot-stamping of the flautist. This 
does not detract from the individual 

virtuosity of each and every one of 
the group. And despite the dearth of 
musical values in the pleces offered, 
there was plenty of opportunity for 
the musicians to show their mastery 


of their respective instruments. 


Vivaldi's music is always most 
pleasing to the ear and easy ta enjoy. 
The Quintet by Cambini is less than 
entertaining, and Ghedini's Concerto 
has interesting moments, but they 
are buried in a mass of atock 
phrases. Rossini saved the day with 
his easy-going. witty and charming 
Quartet, with its operatic material 
successfully transferred to the wind 
instruments. Ponchielli, of ‘‘The 
Dance of the Hours" fame, repeated 
himself in this piece, which sounded 
like another children's ballet in the 
most childish and shallow musical 
language, irritatingly kitchy in the 
extreme. Even worse, the audience 
seemed to like it and got a repeat of 
the last bit of it! 

Pnina Saltzman executed her 
various parts with her marvellous 
sense of teamwork and sensitive 
attention to different textures, ser- 
ving ungra’ scores with un- 
diminished loyalty and integrity. 
Special praise to Eli Even for handl- 
ing his clarinet in E-flat, a most 
capricious instrument, in such an 
elegant and fine way.

How not to treat tourists

Tourists arriving at and leaving 
from Ben-Gurion Ai are faced 
with particularly complicated 
procedures. They are liable to have 
their bags stolen and for this they 
must, when leaving the country, pay 
one of the highest airport taxes in the 
world, a group of American tour 
wholesalers yesterday told Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism Minister 
Yigal Hurvitz. 

The group, which represents the " 
companies which send the greatest 
number of tourists from the U.S. to 
Israel, said that if Israel wants to 
fulfil its aim of increasing tourism 
by 20 per cent this year, the country 
must work fast to avoid possible 


complaints. 


In addition to the airport con- 


ditions, the wholesalers also pointed 
out that the buses provided for tours 


are not up to standard, and that 
many visitors complained about dis- 
courtesy in hotels. 

They also noted that for their own 
purposes the prices for tourist ser- 
vices in Israel had been published 
far later than they should have been, 
making it impossible for them to 
publicize tours far enough in ad- 
vance, The wholesalers were 
meeting with the minister, his outgo- 
ing director-general, Dr. Moshe 
Mandelbaum, and other senipr 
ministry officials for a working 
meeting. 

They also met with Transport 
Minister Meir Amit, who rejected 
thelr call for a complete and im- 
mediate liberalization of the charter 
regulations. Amit said he favours a 
gradual lifting of charter restric- 
tions in order to allow national air- 
lines to accommodate themselves to 
them. 


Competition in marine insurance field 


LONDON (UPI). — Britain is begin- 
ning to lose some of its profitable in- 
visible exports because shipowners 
are being lured away from the Lon- 
don insurance market by other, 
sometimes dubious, overseas com- 
panies, Adrian Mann, chairman of 
the Institute of London 
Underwriters, said yesterday. 
Invisible exports like banking and 
insurance play a vital part in 
Britain's balance of payments. 
Mann said shipowners who were 
lured ‘into the unknown watets of 
cheaper markets" may be gaining in 


the short-term, but they were risking 
further perils. They could find 
themselves dealing with dubious 
companies which might not be so 
generous in dealing with claims, or 
which might even go out of business, 
‘Mann said. 

Mann's report said the number 
and tonnage of vessels lost last year 
reached new peaks. 

Losses to ofl rigs and a big drilling 
barge last year cost the insurers 
nearly $57m., and the collision of two 
oil tankers off South Africa last 
month would cost nearly $28.5m. 


Warning about Geneva trade talks 


GENEVA (AP). — The U.S. will in- 
sist the Geneva trade-freeing talks 
must reach “substantive” agree- 
ment by next July, President 
Carter's special representative for 
trade negotiations, Robert Strauss, 
said yesterday. 


He warned if no treaty was con- 
cluded by mid-year, as the three 
major trading powers have propos- 
ed, it may be too late for the U.5., 
since an agreement must be ap- 
proved by Congress within 90 days 
and “in our country the voices of 
protectionism are strong, loud and 
very forceful." 


Strauss attended Monday's 
ceremonial meeting of the 98 nations 


participating in the Tokyo-round 
negotiations. The meeting was to 
kick off the final bargaining phase in 
the talks which seem to have turned | 
‘into ἃ last-ditch défence against © 
protectioriism all over. the world. 

The U.S., the European Communi- 
ty and Japan all proposed an agree- 
ment be reached in July on reducing 
industrial tariffs by an average 40 
per cent over eight years, and easing 
trade witb agricultura) goods as well 
as removing non-tariff obstacles as 
much as poasible. 

The Carter Administration also 
seeks improved access to markets 
for agricultural goods, Strauss told a 
news conference before leaving for 
Washington.

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More rhetoric 


AMONG the impossible demands set by President Sadat last 
Saturday for any agreement on Sinai none was more un- 
reasonable, than his demand that Israel commit herself in ad- 
vance to hand all of the Golan Heights back to Syria. 

At the moment, Syria is the one unbendingly rejectionist 
neighbour of Israel. While King Hussein has at least indicated 
sympathy for the thrust of Mr. Sadat’s new policy, President 
Assad bristles with hostility towards it. Not for him any dis- 
avowal of war, nor any undertaking to establish genuine peace. 

In Tripoli in December the Syrian leader joined up with fellow 
Arab firebrands in a campaign to wreck hopes of a settlement 
with israel. Next week a fresh conclave may be held in Algiers 
where the rejectionists will plot their next movea. 

The complete ease with which Mr. Assad, (who claims to have 
accepted Resolution 242) has been able, despite some tactical 
differences, to embrace Gaddafi, Bakr and Arafat (to whom 242 
is a call to arms) serves to confirm Syria's intentions. 

What Damascus envisages — and even Baghdad, with a prod- 
ding from Moscow, may yet endorse — is essentially the 
restoration of the old armistice regime, with some minor 
cosmetic changes. The only major departure from the pre-Six 
Day War status quo is to be the setting up of a Palestinian state. 

In terms of the Syrian national interest, however, the central 
aspect of this ‘‘peace’’ programme is the return of the Golan. In 
practical terms, of course, this would most inevitably mean in- 
vitation to war. 

War is what the Golan meant to Israel before June 1967. 

The armistice border was acknowledged, if at all, as only a 
line of military demarcation; and Israeli territory this side of 
the international frontier, even into Lake Kinneret, was reguler- 
jy encroached upon. Syrian abuses in the demilitarized zones is 
what gave the very idea of demilitarization such a bad reputa- 
tion in most Israeli eyes. 

It was only after the loss of the Golan to Israel that the use of 
the area for interference with peaceful Israeli life was openly, 
indeed boastfully, admitted. Earlier it had been vigorously 
denied; but always with the addition that it was not Syria'a duty 
to protect Israel from “the fury of the Palestinians."* 

To protect its citizens from Syrian militance is, however, 
Israel's bounden duty. The reversion of the Golan to this Syria is 
therefore unthinkable. 

But another Syria may yet arise, that would respond to 
Premier Begin's call for discussions of peace. Such talks would 
have to be, according to Israel's own prescription, without 
preconditions. They would have to include therefore the issue of 
the Golan. 

Yet to raise these issues at this time and to state that for all 
practical purposes the Golan Is already de facto a part of Israel 
and will in due course become so de jure — as Housing and 
Construction Minister Patt did in an address at the inauguration 
of the new Golan town of Katzrin on Monday — reflects dubious 
wisdom. For such statements only serve to make it more dif- 
ficult to advance the negotiations with Egypt. 

Apparently we have still not learned that public statements by 
ministers have more than domestic political significance and 
should promote rather than impede national aims. 


The law and rape 


RAPE is one of the most odious crimes on record. It is also the 
. most difficult to deal with in a court of law. Sek at 

The point is that rape may be hard to prove, if the plaintiff is 
an adult woman, and, shows no signs of physical injury. Oc- 
casionally, it hag been argued, a woman actually invites rape. 
Should legislation lean too hard against the male, there could be 
cases of male victimization, which is not an object to be sought. 

The right solution is to introduce procedures that will take into 
account the vulnerability of both sides in this encounter. 

But once rape {s proved beyond reasonable doubt, the penalty 
should be as the Minister of Justice, Shmuel Tamir is urging, 
merciless enough to constitute a powerful deterrent. 

At the same time, everything should be done to spare the 
susceptibilities of the molested woman. A Knesset sub- 
committee under Shulamit Aloni, an energetic defendant of 
women's rights, is likely to recommend, among other things, 
that rape trials be held behind closed doors. Cross-examination 
by opposing counsel in an open court about a sexual experience 
is sufficiently harsh an ordeal to dissuade many rape victims 
from submitting a complaint. 

The frequency of the offence could be reduced by suitable 
preventive measures. Israel is a country with many com- 
munities, each of which has a different code of signals for social 
behaviour. In a recent court case, an immigrant from Georgia 
was rebuked by the judge, and severely sentenced, for exer- 
cising 8 right of ravishment that appears to be an acceptable 
practice in that Soviet province. He might have been spared the 
experience if members of his community had been placed 
earlier on notice that such conduct is punishable by law in 
Israel. 

There is no doubt, however, that Macho attitudes typify many 
native-born Israeli3 as well. This attests to a certain failure of 
education in the schools, and in the home.

Tt needs no great sage to tell us 
that. We neec not even check the pre- 
Jerusalem statements of the mer- 
curial Κα ἴδ ta know {t. Enough to 
ask, with all due respect: why should 
he love those cocky, clever 
forelgners who entered his region 
without a by-your-leave? What's so 
lovable about us, eh? 

No, President Sadat took his Bold 
Initiative in spite of the fact that he's 
not very fond of us — proving that 
he‘s a great statesman who can con- 
trol his feelings. He took a dislike to 
Menahem Begin on sight, and it 
looks as if that is a feeling he can not 
control — proof that the President is 
human efter all. 

His good opinion of Begin was 
shaken right at the start of the Bold 
Initiative. boidly initiated owing to 
hts disgust with the Soviets, his coun- 
fry's dire needs, and the dark 
shadow of the nuke threatening to 
freeze the present border situation 
for ever. ty 

Basically, Sadat's brilliant stroke 
was to change the order of things: in- 
stead of the offer to normalize 
relations after a full withdrawal and 
the establishment of a Palestinian 
State, the President decided to de- 
mand the withdrawal and the State 
after the normalization. What he did, 
actually, was to put the horse back 
before the cart. 

Sadat made masterly use of an ab- 
surdity. He turned a matter of 
course — normal relations and face- 
to-face negotiation, which are the 
accepted thing in bilateral contacts 
— into a tremendous concession, and 
made the tremendous concession — 
yielding up all Sinai — appear like a 
matter of course. What it came down 
to was a big smile in return for land, 
oil, and security. And the whole 
world and its fluttering wives were 
stunned by his generosity. 

It was a nice honeymoon while it 
lasted. 


SADAT GREW a halo and became 
the Angel of Peace. Next he grew a 
nice shade of crimson and became 
Man of the Year on the covers. In the 
end even he himself, who but a while 
back was prepared to sacrifice a 
million Egyptians to finish us off, felt 
his heart swell with the great 
humanitarian mission he was on. It 
got so he couldn't utter a sentence

without at least one peace in it. 

And in all that euphoria, only one 
man was not overwhelmed by him, 
and that man was our Premier. 

Menahem Begin's initial response 
was awift, grave, and courteous, but 
no more than that. His invitation to 
the President revealed ‘a mutual 
respect." Mr. Begin’s well-known 
paternal manner, his imperturbable 
remarks on the lines of, “if my ea- 
teemed colleague comes to 
Jerusalem I shall be glad τὸ discuss 
all isgues with him," made a dent in 
the President's pride even before the 
two of them met. You can hardly 
blame him — a man who lives in a 
ghetto of flattery, and who becomes 
Man of the Year and Noble can- 
didate in one weekend. 

Mr. Begin, who considers himself 
not 4 whit less of a leader than his 
Egyptian colleague, disappointed a 
lot of people with hia restrained 
speech in the Knesset — including 
the President. Instead of lofty words 
with Oriental flourishes, he gave a 
fairly dry recital of Zionist prin- 
ciples. President Sadat found that he 
wasn't getting the sort of homage he 
was used to at home. On top of that, 
Mr. Begin's conversation was laced 
with humour and wit, which aren't 
the. President's forte despite the 
smile. Yes, and Begin's English is 
more polished too. Most annoying of 
all, he's better with Barbara. 


IN THE END, President Sadat took 
our Premier's self-confidence 
somehow in his stride, putting hig 
trust in time and the Americans. And 
so Adolf’s old fan walked 

Yad Vashem with admirable 
patience, and swallowed the lectures 
in Jewish valves that Mr. Begin ad- 
ministered to him on the excuse of 
both belng devout and God-fearing 
men. 

At this stage, if truth be told, Mr. 
Sadat was already getting a wee bit 
annoyed at his effusive colleague. 
Angels of peace are notoriously 
reluctant to share the limelight. 

After the Cairo Conference, which 
seems to have had no other purpose 
than the public appearance of the up- 
right, bearded figure of Theodor 


Herz] in the shape of Elahu Ben- 
Euasar, President Sadat discovered 
that he wasn't the only old fox in the 


region. 

Mr, Begin made his surprise trip 
to Washington, and proceeded to 
sparkle in the White House and 
charm the media, and to shower 
President Carter with all the com- 
Plments he had withheld from 
President Sadat. He thus came to 
Ismalliya with Carter's blessing and 
praise for his West Bank autonomy 
plan. It was a caze of “anything you 
can do, I can do better,” and it 
wasn't at all what the first Arab 
statesman willing to talk to us -had 
expected. 

All the same, at Ismeilya the 
Ra'is still went along, sues eiaton 
waa dependent on the ic ion 
he had himself created. When asked 
what he thought of Begin he said 
“Well” and “Frankly” 2 couple of 
times and spoke highly of “‘zra." 
Mr. Begin's offer to pull 
out of Sindi was dismissed as 
“marginal.” The President was play- 
ing tit for tat: ‘You're not impressed 
by me? I'm not impressed by you, 0 
there!" And at the press conference 
he sat and looked gloomy beside a 
maddeningly radiant Begeen. 


THEN CAME the most unnecessary 
bulldozers in the history of modern 
Zoniam and supplied President 
Sedat gratis with hia for 
detesting the Israeli leadership. No 
stammered explanations from~ 
Jerusalem could stem the 
President's fury any longer. Sadat 
lashed out openly at his unyielding 
opponent, who hadn't acted just as if 
he found talking to Sadat quite 


* natural, but had called his demands 


“unacceptable"’ — an expression 
that made Sadat shudder even in 
simultaneous translation. 

At this point, relieved of the need 
to pretend, President Sadat burnt 
the Rafiah settlements in a puff of 
breath, and was called a Nero by 
Begin. Touche. The era of patience 
and restraint had come to an end. 
Once the lid was off, the Cairo 
papers felt free to cali Begin a 
terrorist and a Shylock, and the car- 
toonists began adding inches to his 
nose again. Sadat himself reminded 
the world that “that man Begin" had 
bombed the King David, and kept his 
trigger-finger ready for Deir Yassin. 


What all this goes to show is that 
the psychological barrier still 


stands, and also that President 


Sadat's peace is a one-man act. It 
follows that, if he wishes, one man 
can turn the tables with a cock of his 
eyebrow. 

To be sure, those last meetings in 
Cairo and Jerusalem were all mark- 
ed by the cocked eyebrow. Sadat 
made it no secret any longer that he 
never could stand that man Begin, 
nor that Dayan either, who says that 
Sadat's personal guarantee for 
Israel's security isn't enough for 
The Egyptian foreign minister, 
therefore, had instructions to talk 
tough in Jerusalem, and when Mr. 
Begin talked tough in return, the 
game was up.

IF PEACE efforts are to get 
anywhere it will certainly not be by a 
“gontest of principles."" Unfor- 
tunately, Mr. Begin has an apparent 
infatuation with principles, and a 
penchant for proclaiming them to 
one and all. We refer to positions of 
principle such as ‘‘we shall not 
return to the pre-1967 borders," or 
“no foreign sovereignty over Judea 
and Samaria"’ — without con- 
sidering here the merits of these 
aims themselves. 

The recent Egyptian antics and 
Sadat's imperious action, objec- 
tionable as they both are, emphasise.

THE DEBATE ON SOCIAL INTEGRATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I found the ‘‘Long division” 
drawn between Meir Pa'il and 
myself (January 6) entertaining. 
However, T would like to correct a 
few inaccuracies and prevent possi- 
ble misinterpretations of my views 
as summed up in that article. 

1. I too believe that social integra- 
tion between the more and the less 
privileged sections of Israeli society 
is one of Israel's most important 
political and cultural goals. But I 
believe that it is unfair and un- 
realistic to expect the educational 
system alone to solve this problem 
for the rest of society. In fact, on the 
basis of reports I have read of the ef- 
forts made both in Israel and 
abroad, I think it is now clear that 
the school system can contribute 
only a little, if at all, to the solving of 
this problem. So it is futile to place 
social integration ahead of 
educational goals as the leading aim 
of the educational system. 

2. IT have children not only at Horev 
and Noam, but also in the Indepen- 
dent Religious network (Hinuch Atz- 
mai). And most of my children have 
been at State Religious 
kindergartens. It is quite wrong to 
say that I ‘'reject"' the State 
Religious School System. On the con- 
trary. I admire and support this 
system, which has, in my opinion, 
acquitted itself remarkably well in 
spite of its handicap due to the fact 
that about 70 per cent of 115 pupils 
come from culturally deprived 
homes. If it is true that its scholastic 
achievements are lower than those 
of the general State System (and I 
am not sure that this is the whole 
truth — the studies to date have all 
been selective and partial}, its 
educational achievements are 
without question superior. 

Nonetheless, I demand the right, 
for myself and for every other 
Israeli citizen, of selecting whatever 
school I think most suitable for each 
particular child. If the standards of 
religious observance at some of the 
State Religious elementary schools 


. are not of the highest, then I will 


select a school which has a higher 
standard. If I admire the idealism 
and initiative of the staff at a par- 
ticular school which is far from my 
home, I will’ make every effort to 
register my child there, in spite of 
the interference of city officials. It is 
the Director of the Department of 
Education In the Jerusalem 
Municipality himself who has made 
the question whether the mother 


covers her hair the crucial test of - 


whether a child does or does not 
belong to Horev or Noam. And 1 
‘agree that this is some indication of 
a demand for superior standards of 
, observance, though rather a trivial 
one. 

Meir Pa'il wishes to deny himself 


. the right to select for himself the 
’ school which he thinks most suitable 


for his child. He is, of course, perfect- 
ly entitled to do so. But he is not en- 
titled to deny this right to others. 
Does the difference between Pa'il 
and myself then conslat of his es- 
pousal of totalitarian democracy and 
my espousal of liberal democracy?

3. It is not true that Noam and 
Horev are the only elementary 
schools in Jerusalem which draw 
their children from all over the 
capital. So do all the other 
-“recognized’" schools and ail the 
“experimental’' schools — both 
religious and non-religious. This 
right of the “recognized"’ schools 15 
clearly indicated in the law. It is the 
local authorities’ attempt to en- 
croach upon this right that is the real 
cause of the friction between the 
local authority and the parents’ 
bodies at Noam and Horev, which 
made the direct intervention of the 
Ministry of Education necessary. 

4, T am all in favour of mixed 
(religious and non-religious 
together) secondary education if and 


when it is called for by local con- - 


ditions and if the parents concerned 
wish ‘it. I also support much more 
emphasis on Jewish humanistic 
education in the general State 
System — when and if the parents 
ask for it. But I think Minister 
Zevulun Hammer ts right in saying 
that parents who desire a more ex- 
plicitly secularized education for 
their children should be given the 
Tight to have it. 

“The State Educational Systems 
{both general and religious) are at 
present tied to a concept of “state 
education,"’ which allows far too little 
say to the parents. Meir Pa’il ap- 
parently wishes them to have still 
less say. 

This is the difference between us, 
and not the issue of ‘‘social in- 
tegration" at all. The latter has 
simply become a political football. 
And there's the pity. For ‘‘social in- 
tegration” is far too valuable an 
ideal to be left in the hands of short- 
sighted politicians and bureaucrats 
who, however well-meaning, seem to 
have little Idea of the day-to-day 
problems of running a school.

Susan Bellos comments: 

Tf Dr. Ross really believes in social 
integration but doesn’t think that It 
should be carried out during school 
hours, then what exactly is he 


suggesting? Social clubs or football: 
matches between Rehavia and the 
Nahiaot? Who is going to integrate 
with whom and where? 

‘People become involved with one 
another when they work and play 
together on something, and 
educators believe that integration 
can be best achieved when children 
are young and impressionable. Ac- © 
cording to the latest evidence in 
Israel, the U.S. and Britain, the 
three countries where integration 
has been most extensively carried 
out and researched on, integration, if 
properly conducted with carefully 
trained teachers, will not harm 
middle-class children and will ad- 
vance disadvantaged ones. 

However, that is an educational 
goal, and school integration was 
adopted in Israel, the U.S. and Bri- 
tain, also in order to further an 
equally important social aim. ἡ 
Tategration here was just as much 
intended to bridge the ethnic ‘and 
class differences between the two 
Israeli cultures, the middle-class 
Ashkenazi and the largely poor 
Oriental. Socially and politically; the 
former regime at the Ministry of 
Education was very firmly com- 
mitted to this policy. The present 
NRP regime, although it has dodged 
the issue a number of times’ this 
year, has not yet formally disclaim- 
edit. . 

People like Yosef Gadish and Tel 
Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat, whom I 
hope Dr. Ross didn’t mean when he 
refers to ‘short-sighted politicians” 
and bureaucrats,” have merely been 
trying to do their job by implemen-" 
ting official Ministry policy. When 
the Noam and Horev parents came 
to Gadish with their building 
problems, for example, his response 
was very simple: “If you want 
public help, you must go along with 
the 40 per cent ratio of disadvan- 
taged children like everybody else.*' 
(As far as I know, the other non- 
religious experimental school in 
Jerusalem has this ratio.) 

Integration is complicated and it 
demands some, not necessarily pain- 
ful, sacrifice, from middie-class peo- 
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ple, religious and secular, in order to 
further a more egalitarian society. I 
must admit that I am deeply at- 
tracted by Dr. Ross' idea of different 
schools for different people. I would 
Jove to send my children to a school 
where, say, the main emphasis 
would be on creative and artistic 
development. I won't be doing it, not 
only because I don't know if such a 
school exists, but also because, 88 
Pa'il indicated, schogis like these 
would only cater for a middle-class 
market. Mrs. Mizrachi in Musrera 
may not be able to spell, or know how 


to fight for the kind of school she . 


wants for her children, Until she 
does {and the disadvantaged are of- 
ficially 45 per cent of the school pop- 
ulation), pluralism just means 
privilege. 

However, I completely agree that 
parents have far too little say in the 
Israeli educational system. The 
question is really, which parents? 
Middle-class parents have a great 
‘deal to contribute and must be en- 
couraged to do so, but Mrs. 
Mizrachi also wants her say. The 
indications over the past 10 years 
suggest that this means that she 
wants her children to-go to school in 
Rehavia too.
